The 
absence of this atlas from the printed lists of Americana that I have been able to 
consult, and especially from the essay of Mr. Asher, prove not merely that an ex¬ 
haustive work on the early maps of New Netherland has yet to be written, but also 
the great rarity of the volume.

It is by far the finest result of Charto- 
graphical labour which appeared from the epoch of the discovery of America down 
to the time of D'Anville—that is far more than two hundred years. Hakluyt in¬ 
tended to insert this map in the work published in 1589, but it was not yet ready, and 
some copies were sent out with a substituted engraving, which is called in the 
preface “ one of the best generall mappes of the world.” The latter map was simply 
a re-engraving from the latest mappemonde of Ortelius (1588), and identical with 
the one which was regularly published in the English edition of Linschoten’s Travels;
